and his Diſciples upon Earth are to break and 
eat Bread, and drink of the Fruit of the Vine 
till he come, in remembrance of his broken 
Body, and Blood ſhed for their RE&demption 
and Salvation 3 in which Chriſt hath ſpiritoal 
Communion with them, not perſonal, which 
he will have after his ſecond Coming.. And, '
